More problems for Boeing’s new 787 Dreamliner

TOKYO Japan Airlines said Sunday that 
a Boeing 787 Dreamliner jet undergoing 
checks in Tokyo following a fuel leak at 
Logan International Airport last week had 
leaked fuel during tests earlier in the day 

An open valve on the aircraft caused fuel 
to leak from a nozzle on the left wing, a 
company spokeswoman said. The jet is out 
of service after spilling about 40 gallons of 
fuel onto the airport taxiway in Boston due 
to a separate valve-related problem. 

In Boston, a different valve on the plane 
opened, causing fuel to flow from the cen- 
ter tank to the left main tank. When that 
tank filled up, it overflowed into a surge 
tank and out through a vent. The spill hap- 
pened as the plane was taxiing for takeoff 
on a Jan. 8 flight to Tokyo. It made the 
flight about four hours later. 

Japan Airlines does not know the cause 
of either incident, the spokeswoman said. 
There is no timetable for the plane to re- 
turn to service. 

On Friday, the Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration ordered a wide-ranging review of 
Boeing’s 787 Dreamliner, citing concern 
over a battery that caught fire Jan. 7, also 
on a Japan Airlines plane in Boston, and 
other problems. The government and Boe- 


ing insisted the passenger jet remained safe 
to fly 

The review follows a slew of incidents 
that have focused intense scrutiny on the 
new plane. While many of the issues that 
have dogged the 787 are typically consid- 
ered routine, their occurrence in quick suc- 
cession on an aircraft that incorporates ma- 
jor new technology and has not seen wide 
use yet has sparked concerns about safety 

The 787 represents the boldest bet Boe- 
ing has made on a new plane in more than 
a decade, and because the aircraft required 


billions to develop, much of the company’s 
financial performance is riding on its suc- 
cess. Boeing is trying to double production 
to 10 jets a month this year to cash in on 
nearly 800 orders. 

The eight airlines that operate the 50 
jets delivered so far have expressed sup- 
port for it, saying the mishaps are teeth- 
ing problems common with most new 
airplanes, and the 787’s fuel savings make it 
an important addition to their fleets. Japan 
Airlines and local rival All Nippon Airways 
fly 24 Dreamliners. 


No word on how long 
review would take 

WASHINGTON/NEW YORK The U.S. govern- 
ment has ordered a wide-ranging review 
of Boeing’s latest passenger jet, the 787 
Dreamliner, citing concern over a fire and other 
recent problems but Insisting the plane was still 
safe to fly. 

It was unclear how long the review will take 
or how much It ultimately will cost Boeing, 
but the company was concerned enough that 
It sent a top executive to a Washington press 
conference on the problem. 

The 787 represented a leap In the way planes 
are designed and built, but the project was 
plagued by cost overruns and years of delays. 
Some have suggested Boeing’s rush to get 
planes built after those delays resulted In the 
recent problems, a charge the company strenu- 
ously denies. 

Either way, regulators said a thorough exam- 
ination was needed to Identify the root cause 
of the problems. Including a fire on a parked 
787 on Monday. 

“There are concerns about recent events 
Involving the Boeing 787. That Is why today 
we are conducting a comprehensive review,’’ 
Transportation Secretary Ray LaHood said at a 
news conference. 

Those concerns notwithstanding, though, 
LaHood also maintained the plane was still 
airworthy. 

“I believe this plane Is safe and I would have 
absolutely no reservations about boarding one of 
these planes and taking a flight,” he said, reuters

Reddit co-developer 
commits suicide 


NEW YORK Aaron Swartz, an Internet savant 
who at a young age shaped the online era by 
co-developing RSS and Reddit and later be- 
came a digital activist, has committed suicide. 

Swartz’s body was found Friday evening in 
Brooklyn, said Ellen Borakove, a spokeswom- 
an with the New York Medical Examiner’s 
office. The 26 -year-old had hanged himself in 
his apartment. 

His family and partner said they were “in 
shock, and have not yet come to terms with 
his passing.” 

A prodigy Swartz was behind some of 
the Internet’s defining moments, soaring to 
heights many developers only dream of At 
the same time, he was plagued by legal prob- 
lems arising from his aggressive activism, and 
he also was known to suffer depression, a per- 
sonal matter that he publicly revealed on his 


blog. 

Technology activist Cory Doctorow met 
Swartz when Swartz was 14 or 15, Doctorow 
said on his blog. 

“In so many ways, he was an adult, even 
then, with a kind of intense, fast intellect that 
really made me feel like he was part and parcel 
of the Internet society” Doctorow wrote. 

At age 14, Swartz co-wrote the RSS speci- 
fication. 

He later was admitted to Stanford Univer- 
sity, but dropped out after a year because, as 
he wrote in a blog post, “I didn’t find it a very 
intellectual atmosphere, since most of the 
other kids seemed profoundly unconcerned 
with their studies.” 

What he did next was help develop Reddit, 
the social news website that was bought by 
heavyweight publisher Conde Nast in 2006.
